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classes mo still regretted# e nd there me too much turnover of instructor for 
host results; tut the quality of the wojfc was attested by exhibits of children 1 © 
work on all ftgs»levels which — In the opinion of all on the staff ** were hotter 
than ewer before. Through years of experiment, the teachers under Mrs. Vsn loosen 1 s 
cunexvisi n aeemed to have found the ri#it balance between planned group instruction 
and free individual experimentation. 

There vere mixed trends in regard to work -lth adults. Attendance at 
courses showed a notable upturn# and several of the courses were of sxeeiti >nplly 
fine quality. Mrs* Borxuog's course for amateur collectors# Mr. Mo ego* s on ecs'cmics# 
and Mr. LsadescianU on photography, were much appreciated by members. Stable courses 
like Miss Horton*# for teachers and Mrc. Marcus 1 s on Chinr. held their followinc# atten¬ 
dance at auditorium lectures and notion picture program# declined on the whole# in 
spite of each outstanding events as Tei Ko's dance series. The cause is hard to diag¬ 
nose. Bettor motion picture equipment and sene one to give the programs .uore tiiou^M 
will bring %-■ the quality of these entertainmeat s, Hit it has often been n>tou that free 
educational programs are less attended when there is plenty of money in circulation. 
People go to commercial theatres instead; also# many musical# war-work# and social acti¬ 
vities have been competing. Several first-class lectures# such as that by CUcdeon, were 
poorly attended because of weather and caapeting attractions downtown. 

Joint efforts of the Museum# the Art School# and the tfelver&ity to & rove 
art instruction on the college level# including teacher-training# made eoae :repress 
but received a setback. The progress was the decision of the Adalbert Faculty to require 
a course on *Tbe Arts in Modem Xdviz&* of all students boginai*^ in the ^all of I9U6* 
One third of this course will be on the visual arts# with Museum visits required. A 
new man is being sou^it to teach this and other undergraduate courses# with tiie rank 
of Associate Professor. This will greatly strengthen our work on the college level. 
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She setback ms the abolition of the School of Educ tion, which had long coqoerstet in 
a training course for art teachers under the direction of Otto Egcs most of the walk. 
being done at the Art School and degrees being granted by the University* Attests 
ere now being made to salvage this program.

Mrs. Van Loosen, hiss Church, Mrs. Brudna, Mrs. Wicks, all on a full-time 
basis, but all very muoh involved with the Saturday program which requires 
many hours of planning eaoh week. ;*rs. Bates gave a day a week, and in 
Lhat time carried an Important part of the history correlation program at 
Cleveland Heights High School. Much to tho regret of the entire depart¬ 
ment, *.*r». Betas was unable to continue her work thi* fall. In September, 
lias Pockrandt was added to the staff; she is at the Museum four days a week 
and else teaches a Saturday morning drawing class tun well as the 'afternoon 
Studio Club for young people. In the fall, Mr. Thomas Eisner, who is fin¬ 
ishing the last of his teachers training work at the University and toe Art 
School, was engaged for three half days, one of which he devoted entirely 
for getting materials ready for Saturday morning classes. 

Miss Pookrandt comes to the Museum with a very fine academic back¬ 
ground, enriched by atudy in Europe. She la also a trained librarian and 
ha# had a varied teaching experience. In all her contacts In Museum 
classes and with the staff, she has been most successful. Mr. Eisner 
brings to the job, enthusiasm, eagerness to experiment, and a flare for 
getting on with people of whatever age and kind. For many reasond, it is 
an advantage to have a man on the teaching staff, one of the more iraportrmt 
being that it helps to combat the persistent Idea in the mind of American 
youth that following the arts is a purely feminine persuit. 
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The secondary school program which suffered greatly the previous year, 
because of staf f * illness, is now about up to normal* To the great delight 
of the department, Shaker Heights has made a cooperative arrangement similar 
to that of Cleveland Heights* Full plans for the work have not, as yet, 
be m completed! but for the time being, classes are coming to the Museum 
oach week. ?frs.

Courses of this kind havo been given for a 
number of years} very definite results are now showing in terms of actual 
work done and the attitude of teachers and pupils. The fact that Mrs. Van 
Loosen has been asked o participate in the re-writing of the secondary as 
well "s the elementary art curriculum is Significant evidence. The sub¬ 
ject for the first terms course was Figure Drawing ! th*t of the second. 
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.4rtfl,_of tiieMberated 'western European Countries . This is a subject chosen 
by the school for a study in various departments other than art| English, 
History, languages, etc* Art material worked out thin season in I'rs• Van 
Loosen's course has been used in the cover and throughout the school's 
magazine, The Crest* This magasine has won national honors, year after 
year* It is a real influence all ov»r the country both on teachers and 
students who are interested in school periodicals. In addition to Mrs. 

Vf»n Loosen 1 s talks, lectures by Mrs. Brtidno, Miss Church and Mrs. Wicks 
have been given in the school on a variety ©f subjects.

The elementary program with the Heights have gone well. Classes 
have continued to come to the Museum with unabated regularity *nd enthusiasm. 
The number of Assembly Talks was less this year than in previous seasons. 

chan ce was ads because a good deal of Mrs* Van Loosen* s time has <*one 
In to work with curriculum planning. And as s result, not only have other 
members of the staff had to divide some of the work necessarily dropped by 
Krs. Van Loosen, but the number of classes had to be decreased. The As¬ 
semblies seemed to be the obvious place to do this* In the spring, two 
assemblies were given in each elementary school in the Heights; Mrs. Myers 
gave talks and demonstrations on the General Subject. Color . for grades one, 
two, and three; this was planned to illustrate an outline prepared by Miss 
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Scranton, Elementary Art Supervisor, Church ohooe as her subject

grades; for the upper grades, Miss Church is t alkin g on Sculpture, with

During the period of gas rationing and oth^r transportation rrob- 
tut, schools other than the Heights came to the Muse.ua with very little 
regularity. For similar reasons, it was difficult for the Hueeua staff to 
go far efloli. This fall, September end October, ere really souths of 
reconversion, of making connections with systems where links had been 
loosened or broken. Ae o result of nesting with the East Cleveland Art 
Teachers in the spring, work started there very promptly and with more 
enthusiasm than ever before. Since then, classes have come from Hathaway- 
Brown, Laurel, Undid, Garfield Heights, Conneout, Falrport Harbor, and 
various other sohools and Bystems at soo.e distance Iroo the Museum. 

The Catholic Schools still present a very special problem. They 
do not cone unless for.a large and outstanding exhibition and even then 
not in large numbers. In order to develop contacts with this ...yetam, a 
«emb»r of the ataff would have to be delegated to sake a spatial . tuc.y 
not. so much of needs, because these are very great, but of what needs the 
Museum oouli beet fill end where the fullest cooperation could be develops.

Subject: Supplementary Report on Saturday Afternoon Entertainments and 
The Soon-Hour Group, 

The only reason for writing this additional report is that, as a 
result of recent staff discussions, it becomes increasingly clear that with 
the ending of the war and the consequent changes, almost ev-.ry phase of the 
Educational Department's work will naturally be thought through and re-evaluated. 
Already the Satur ay noon and afternoon procedures hc.ve been the subject of 
much healthy questioning* Because of long association with Mrs, Dunn and of 
recent responsibilities for these two activities, Mrs. ticks has had perhaps 
more experience at this point than other staff members. 

In the first place, there .is no possible reason for continuing either 
the noon-hour activities or the Saturday afternoon programs unless they can 
justify themselves in the face of whatever now ideas any* one can suggest. And 
even if they do seem the best solution of various problems, there can be no 
certainty of this unless other plans a.rs tried or, at least, seriously con¬ 
sidered* 

The Saturday Programs have been continued as long an they have for 
two reasons: first, it was felt, there was a city-wico need for wholesome 
entertainment for children In addition to films which, in the commercial movie, 
theatre, are almost completely unaelected, Whether providing such entertain¬ 
ment is really a legitimate function of the Museum or not, is an open question 
and one for administrative heads to decide. It may be argued that it is better 
to keep closer to activities directly related to the collections, to have 
drawing classes in the afternoon, classes of a slightly different character 
than the morning groups, A story hour might be tried. It has often been 
said that children no longer like to listen to stories as they did before the 
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movies became so easily available. This is probably true of olwir childi 
but children six to ten seem as interested in stories as tasy evei wei - ( ix 
experience in using stories as part of week-day wessons is any criterion* 

Th© second, reason for the w-atur ay ih tertuinments is purely custodial. 
Since there are always children in the museum on Saturday afternoons, it is 
really much easier to care for them and to protect the Museum if a laigi 
group is kept busy and well controlled than if a iew children are l«ft to 
themselves and are free to wander about, irritate visitors, and -rive tho 
guards to llstr-sction, The caturdsy nntertai/ii&eiit servos the vs«.y practical 
purpose of Veering the children wholesomely occupied, hut it is no means th© 
only way of doing this, Ver# the Saturday hntertainaente to be cont nued, 
it has been proposed, th.it an informal advisory group be colled upon mo l .ouXd 
meet perhaps once , spring pni fait, to help with t.ne prc,.^xa^ planning and 
act as co-sponsors. Since they p©‘.•reset.: t other insstitutions, tu© 8S-.action

cause no one »ae at home, father and mother both working or father in the service 
the other part were child en who lived eo far away they eoula not be called for 
by their parents and returned because of gas siiorittge. .ihiie that crisis is 
over, transportation is an increasing difficulty due to old cars and limited 
tire supplies. The fact that mother still has no ciaid as she used to have, 
makes it cmbly desirable that Johnny stay in the Museum all day. During the 
*ar, all Institutions stretched beyond their normal limits to meet community 
emergencies. The Museum opened its doors to the air Corps, to Civil air 
Patrol, Ke* Cross Groups, etc. The accute nee,; is p^eteu and seemingly the 
demand for the Noon-Hour Group should be lessening. On the other hand, the 
children hive come to regard it as a necessary and desirable part of their 
1 iv*«>

Theoretically this last situation is ro concern of the* staff . Prac¬ 
tically It is impossible for staff members to fit down to lurch chile a do sen 
or so youngsters oeer into the lunch room with hungry eyes. Cut of staff pockets 
have come ^any lunchesj or, one or two children hav beer permitte to eat the 
bite they brought from home ano, imperceptibly, the question .as reopened. 

Because of this situation, it- would seem necessary to have some pro¬ 
vision "or the noon-hour if the totertainments are continued. If not, then 
only the Jun'or Museum would probably care for those not engaged in clauses 
or other activities. The noon-hour situation has been expensive* and difficult 
to organise, but. it h s kept children from using the Galleries as a play ground 
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and ha? reduced friction with other departments in the building. 

One reason why it has been so hard to manage children at noon is 
that many of the assistants are so young. If they could b© replaced by an 
older an-i more responsible staff, the matter wculu be enormously simplified 
and the expanse not increased as much ns might appear at first, since it would 
not be necessary to have so many assistants if those available were experienced 
and well trained* If It is remembered that, excert for the one person in charge, 
those who help with the noon hour also work either in trie morning or in the En¬ 
tertainment and usually, both^ it will be seen that the actual cost of the twor* 
hour lunch neriod is not really so great. However, obviously, if the Noon flour 
Group an* the Entertainment were given up, the difference .void a Lea material 
one. 

But there wool 3 still be t - s problem of the floating Saturday noon and 
afternoon, population to be dealt with* They might not bo large la numbers, but 
experience he* shorn tout their potentialities are astonishing in terms of hu¬

In spite of the bad weather last winter, attendance in the 
drawing classes kept up murprisingly veil. During the $r*ost severe pert 
of the winter, the ?home Rooms were here on exhibition and the Museum 
generously permitted each class to have one visit to them. In order to 
eliminate extra talking In the cilleries, preliminary discussions were 
given in the auditorium by Ur&, Van Loosen to each class just before their 
visit. Some of the older boys and girls were delegated to draw pictures 
or to make simple diorama8 which were sent to Mrs. Thome, Early in M«rch, 
several drawingsof various subjects wore chosen by the staff to be entered 
In the Regional Doholastlo Exhibition, A high percentage of these drawings 
were accepted, several received special swards, and several other* received 
further awards when the drawings 1 ere sent cm to the National Scholastic Ex¬ 
hibition in Pittsburgh. Also, in March and April all elr ssea participated 
In a Treasure uiz. The first Treasure Quia had been given the previous sum¬ 
mer to Gallery Classes, and since it wns so popular, the Teachers of Mem¬ 
bers* desses requested that the quiz thle year be i'iven at a time when 
all groups night participate. A complete report of the Treasure Tula Is 
attached. The final awards to winners of the quiz were made on„the last 
regular drawing da r for Members* dnases, and on the following wee?-: these 
groups had their annual open house and exhibition. In the afternoon 
of that day, May 5, all classes a-min participated in an Entertaimiont 
In which representatives from each class rmde chalk drawings on the ntasre. 



The subject tills year wee, "Our Allies*" The invitation* to the op<m house 
end the progress for the entertainment were decorated by stencil design* made 
by pupil* in the older cosher# 1 classes* 

Several exhibitions of work done by the children were prepared 
during the veer* In addition to the scholastic entries and nenbere* classes 
exhibition mantionod above, there were# an exhibition of the work of the 
three Special Classes which was in the Educational Corridor during June 
and July, au exhibition of the work of the eight Gallery Classes which was 
in the Educational Corridor during August and Septem «r, an exhibition of 
work of the Older Gallery Classes which was sent to an Open Hours at the 
Hough Area Center, a representative group of drawing* from all classes was 
sent to Mu iclpnl Agt Gallery, Dudley, England, and a f 'proup of drawing* done 
In *ira. ^hlt-t^ore*» six-year-old gallery da*s were exhibited in the Junior 
League Hobby Show during October. 

Due partly to the high caliber of these exhibition drawing*, 
we were very fortunate in having sdholarehlp* for our Saturday morning 
Special C1 r*» students donated to us to be warded at the deaeration of the 
Museum* The Federation of Fonen’s Clubs gave us three scholarships, ?md the 
Pepsi-Oola Company of Cleveland gave us five scholarships and additional 
money to be used for extra mipolie* for the Scholarship students* 'T ie meant 
that we need only one scholarship donated by the Cleveland School of Art, 
although Mr* Ege had very generously promised us several more. 

Registration end attendance was larger this fall V^n over before 
for both Member* 1 mid Gallery Clrsses* In order to facilitate registration 
for Members’ Classes on the opening day, October If, all students were given 
tag*. Each tag was one of five color* if the child was assigned to a regular 



class, or whit© if ha wee on the waiting list* All tag* were narked with 
the ft#© of the class* Waiting list students were taken to the proper age 
Gallery Class and axe being absorbed Into regular eenbctrs 9 classes in order 
of registration aft soon as there it! room for thaw* Gallery Classes were 
temporarily closed duo to extremely large size groups.

averaged rail over two hunrir d students per morning, end any acre then this 
would create *traffic hasards* as wall ©a a group which would be sxiremely 
difficult to handle due to its slsse.
